Scored 17 goals in two 
seasons with Makedonia, and 
started his Hellas career with 
two in his first match, and an- 
other in the NSL’s 2-0 defeat of 
the State League last week. 
He’s built like a tank, has an 
extraordinary shot and bril- 
liant skill. 

DAVID LOWE (Newcastle 
KB United) — His incredible 
scoring feats have given him 
14 goals in 16 games for the 
national youth team. No-one in 
Australia can match that in 
international soccer at either 
youth or senior levels. He 
comes to the ball quickly, 
shields it well, turns like light- 
ning and is deadly around the 
‘box. He'll benefit from ex- 
perienced Bob Mountford play- 
ing alongside him. 

MARK JANKOVICS 
(Marconi) — OK, so he wasn't 
so hot last year, but he’s set 
tor a big season in 1983. I spoke 
to him during a Socceroo train- 
ing camp and he’s determined 
to force his way back into the 
national team. Mark’s got the 
score on the board. He’s Mar- 
coni’s all-time top NSL scorer

TOMMY McCULLOCH

The Australian 
Soccer Federation 
will renew its efforts 
to enter a team in 
future Olymple 
Games. 


It will discuss the prospect 
with the Australian Olympic 
Federation next month, says 
ASF secretary Brian Emery. 


FIFA and the International 
Olympic Committee ruled 18 
months ago that in principle, 
Australia should be ed 
to compete In Olympic soccer 
because Australian players 
are not full professionals. 
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The Australian Olympic 
Federation however, has been 
of the opinion that the level of 
the players’ earnings makes 
them ineligible for amateur 
status. 


The New Zealand Olympi¢ 
Federation has a similar at- 
titude. = 


The New Zealand players 

who will contest Olympic qual- 

matches this year had to 

agree to play for only $10 a 
day. 

Meanwhile, China has ad- 
vised the ASF that its full 
international team is unable to 
take part in the proposed four- 
nation tournament here in Oc- 
tober, because it will be play- 
ing in an Olympic qualifying 
tournament at the time. China 
has offered to send a second- 
string selection instead. 


The point is, however, that 
China and many other coun- 
tries are permitted by their 
local Olympic Federations to 
enter their national A teams in 
the Olympic soccer tourna- 
ment, where as Australia 
can't. 


Yet Olympic participation 
would be of great value as it 
would ensure continuity in 
international competition, 
slotting in between World Cup 
qualifying series and World 
Youth Championships.

It was brought about through the involvement of a long-stand- 
ing Marconi club member, Charlie Morabito, who, through his 
business, has established and nurtured an excellent relationship 


with CSR.
